Claims 1, 3-8, 10-20 are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior 
art whether taken singularly or in combination, especially when these limitations are considered 
within the specific combination claimed, to teach: a main amplifier strobe, among others as 
claimed in independent claim 1, coupled to each of a plurality of local amplifiers, wherein each 
local amplifier coupled to a pair of global read data lines; a plurality of strobe reset circuit, 
among others as claimed in independent claim 8, each of the strobe reset circuit coupled to a 
strobe off signal from each of a plurality of local amplifier circuits; a main amplifier, among 
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others as claimed in independent claim 16, coupled to an output of first and second local 
amplifiers, wherein the first and second local amplifiers coupled to first and second strobe reset 
circuits.
